Failed to Produce Sufficient Proof—-By 
Profession a Cook. 
There has recently died at Arezzo, 
Italy, at the age of 84, a curious old 
gentlem an, by profession a cook, who 
persistently claimed th at he was the 
only son and the rightful heir of Na­ 
poleon I. and Marie Louise of Austria, 
says the New York Herald. 
On his 
cards were inscribed these words:: 


( 
Napoleone, Re Di Roma. 
| 
Sacrificato. 


Translated this runs, “Napoleon, the 
king of Rome, sacrificed,” or as the 
past participle “sacrificato” has here 
the force of a noun, the sense of that 
wTord m ight be better interpreted “a 
m artyr.” 
Marie Louise, it will be remembered, 
was m arried to Napoleon after his di­ 
vorce from Josephine. 
The ceremony 
took place at Vienna on March ll, 1810. 
Almost exactly a twelvemonth after­ 
ward, that is on March 20, 1811, the 
empress gave birth to a son, wrho was 
baptized Napoleon and received the 
title of King of Rome. 
It was the proudest day in the life of 
the great emperor. 
He was at the 
apogee of his power. Europe lay at his 
feet; France worshiped him ; the birth 
of an heir settled the question of the 
succession and apparently macle him 
the founder of a new and mighty dy­ 
nasty of kings. 
But have not the old 
Grreks taught us th at when vain man is 
at the sum m it of his fortune Nemesis is 
already upon his track? 
Fourteen m onths after the birth of 
his son Napoleon declared war against 
Russia and set out on th at disastrous 
campaign which was to prove the be­ 
ginning of the end. 
Europe precipi­ 
tated itself upon him. He made a feint 
of abdicating in favor of his son, who 
thence got the title of Napoleon II. But 
immediately after that abdication his 
wife tied with his son across the fron­ 
tier to Austria. Almost simultaneously 
Napoleon reached Elba. 
And now comes the gist of the claim ­ 
an t’s story. It is a historical fact that 
Marie Louise received 
a 
duchy 
in 
Parma, Italy, wrhere she lived with her 
paramour, the count of Neipperg. The 
young king of Rome did not join her 
till some years later. The claim ant in­ 
sisted that he never joined her, but that 
an illegitim ate son of Neipperg and 
Louise, a year or two younger, was sub­ 
stituted for the true heir as soon as 
be was old enough to make the decep­ 
tion possible. And the true heir, what 
of him? He was intrusted to a monk 
called Capeili, who superintended his 
education and impressed upon his mind 
the brilliant future th at was in store for 
him. But Capeili died. All the proofs 
of the boy’s parentage were destroyed. 
He w’as relegated to obscurity and 
finally forced to adopt the profession of 
a cook. 
The false king of Rome w’as 
brought up in luxury, was created duke 
of Reichstadt in 1818 and died at Schon- 
brunn in 1832.

Ut First Effort In /Literature Was Dis* 
coanglng. 
Cept. Charles King, of Milwaukee, is 
wi interesting example of a man taking 
to literature in middle life and making 
a notable success. 
When he was re­ 
tired from the cavalry service a few 
years ago for wounds received in the 
desperate Indian warfare of the plains, 
he found himself with children to edu­ 
cate and with no resources beyond the 
slender pay of a captain on the retired 
list. 
Some years before, while sta­ 
tioned in the south, he had written a 
novel which dealt with the disturbed 
condition of that region during the re­ 
construction epoch; but he had failed to 
find a publisher for it, and had made up 
his mind that he possessed no special 
talents for writing. 
After leaving ac­ 
tive service he settled in Milwaukee 
and wrote “The Colonel’s Daughter,” 
which proved an immediate success and 
still sells largely. 
Like all his later 
stories, its theme was the life of the 
army. 
Capt. King looked ever the field of 
American literature and found 
that 
here was a neglected corner which in­ 
vited cultivation. French, English and 
German novelists had found fruitful 
themes in the peculiar social conditions 
of garrison life, as well as in the haz­ 
ards and adventures of actual cam­ 
paigning. 
Plenty of books had been 
•written about our civil war, but the 
regular army officer and soldier in the 
lonesome posts of the far west, on the 
long marches across the grassy plains 
and sage brush deserts and over the 
mountain ranges of that region, and in 
Woody conflict with savage enemies, 
have been wholly neglected. 
All read­ 
ers of current fiction know how well 
Capt. King has succeeded in his chosen 
line of romantic writing. 
He is now 
in receipt of a comfortable income from 
royalties on his books, 
has recently 
made a tour of Europe with his family 
and finds himself able to provide his 
sons and daughters with the best edu­ 
cation money can command. 
Public 
honors have also come to him, and he is 
now adjutant-general of the state of 
Wisconsin. 
I had a chat with him 
lately on a sleeping car. 
He is a hand­ 
some soldierly man of about 50, with 
gray hair and mustache, and with a 
complexion so thoroughly bronzed dur­ 
ing his years of campaigning on the 
frontier that his later years amid the 
comforts of civilization have not yet 
bleached it. 
He is a very modest man 
about his books, he does not think him­ 
self entitled to much credit; he 
has 
some faculty for story telling, and has 
used it to earn money for his family, 
and that is all he cares to say about it.
